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Jobless claims fall locally, but numbers still high 


Wabash County had 
287 initial claims last 
week, down from 512 
the previous week

According to the most re- 
cent initial unemployment 
insurance claims data from 
the Indiana Department of 
Workforce Development, 
first-time | unemployment 
claimants in Allen Coun- 
ty and Economic Growth 
Region 3 (Adams, Allen, 
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DeKalb, Grant, Huntington, 
LaGrange, Noble, Steuben, 
Wabash, Wells and Whitley 
counties) went down last 
week, according to Rachel 
E. Blakeman, Community 
Research Institute director 
and Department of Public 
Policy adjunct professor 
at Purdue University Fort 
Wayne. 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer request Thursday, 
Blakeman stated Wabash 
County had 287 initial un- 
employment claims for the 
week ending April 3. That 
is a decrease from 512 the 
previous week. In the last 
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three weeks (weeks ending 
March 21, 28 and April 3), 
Wabash County has regis- 
tered a total of 1,010 initial 
unemployment claims. 

Allen County had 6,848 
first-time UI claims for the 
week ending April 3, com- 
pared to 9,950 the week be- 
fore. EGR 3 had 14,942 last 
week, compared to 21,234 
for the earlier week. 

In the three weeks of the 
COVID-19 crisis (the weeks 
ending March 21, March 28 
and April 3), EGR 3 had 
42,279 initial claims, with 
20,359 claims coming from 
Allen County. EGR 3 had 


the most UI claims of the 
12 EGRs during this time- 
frame. 

“Once again, the manu- 
facturing industry led the 


region in initial claims with 


5,399, compared to 11,655 
the previous week. Retail 
trade was second with 1,296 
initial claims,” stated Blake- 
man. “It’s a relief to see the 
numbers go down locally 
and regionally last week, 
but the sheer

Kindness knows no bounds

Unable to leave his home 
due to the coronavirus 
epidemic, the community 
- and country - has 
rallied around Joshua

Like many Americans with 
pre-existing conditions, Josh- 
ua is stuck inside during the 
COVID-19 epidemic, but 
despite being unable to be 
around others, his community 
has rallied around him in other 
ways. 

Joshua, a 36 year-old Hun- 
tington man with Cerebral 
Palsy, loves people and mak- 
ing them laugh. Unfortunate- 
ly, during the coronavirus 
outbreak, Aaron and Jennie 
LaLonde have had to keep 
him away from others for 


fear Joshua might contract the 
deadly virus. 

“He doesn’t understand why 
he can’t go bye-bye and visit 
some of his favorite people,” 
said Joshua’s Aunt Jennie. 
“COVID-19 would be deadly 
for Joshua if he was to contact 
it. My husband is a paramedic 
for Tipton county and so we 
are doing everything we can to 
keep Joshua safe and healthy.” 

Joshua used to have a tra- 
cheostomy tube to help him 
breathe due to complications 
with his Cerebral Palsy. Peo- 
ple diagnosed with Cerebral 
Palsy are at higher risk for re- 
spiratory infections, aspiration 
and pneumonia, so Aaron and 
Jennie are taking extra precau- 
tions to ensure Joshua remains 
healthy during the COVID-19 
outbreak. 

For Joshua, these precau- 
tions mean he is currently

testing clinics for healthcare 
workers, first responders and 
essential workers who have 
symptoms of COVID-19, 
according to a press release. 

Clinics will be held from 
9 a.m. to 6 p.m. through Fri- 
day, April 17 at the follow- 
ing locations:

“Participants should bring 
a driver’s license or oth- 
er State of Indiana-issued 
identification card and doc- 
umentation of place of em- 
ployment. Only symptomat- 
ic individuals will be tested. 
Tests will be conducted as 
long as supplies last and will 
be limited to one individual 
per vehicle,’ stated the re- 
lease.

unable to see some of his fa- 
vorite people like Tara Dyke, 
who works at Owen’s Mar- 
ket in Huntington, and her 
sister Tina Mayotte. 

The community of Hun- 
tington has rallied around 
Joshua to make sure he does 
not feel alone during this 
time, Jennie says. What ini- 
tially began as a few friends 
taping pictures and messag- 
es to the window has turned 
into more than 50 letters, 
drawings, postcards and 
gifts in an attempt to cheer 
Joshua up. 

“I had made a post in Josh- 
ua’s Facebook group page, 
‘Adventures of Joshua’, and 
my personal page asking his 
friends if they would tape a 
messge on our bay window 
that I could read to him to 
help cheer him up some,” 
Jennie said. 

In a matter of days, the 
original post had been shared 
more than 150 times. Jen- 
nie receives messages daily 
with people checking up on 
Joshua, asking how they can 
help, and sending words of 
encouragement. 

“Joshua loves to look at 
all the colorful pictures that 
the kids have brought,’ Jen- 
nie said. “I read him every 
letter, note, and postcard he 
receives. He gets so excited 
when I tell him he got anoth- 
er letter.” 

Joshua has received mail 
from people all across the 
county, from the Upper Pen- 
insula of Michigan all the 
way down to Orange Beach, 
Alabama — more than 800 
miles from Huntington. 

“They are now on the inside 
of his bedroom window and 
walls,” Jennie said. “I plan on 
buying frames for them so he 
will always have them.” 

His aunt says Joshua has 
brought many people to- 
gether from all over Indiana. 
Three years ago Jennie made 
a post asking her friends if 
they knew someone with a 
sidecar on their motorcycle 
that would be willing to take 
Joshua on a quick ride. The 
post was shared over 1,000 
times. 

“We ended up having 98 
bikes show up at our Wal- 
Mart parking lot to go on 
Joshua’s first motorcycle 
ride with him,” Jennie said. 
“He makes people forget 
about stereotypes and stat- 
ues.” 

When Joshua does get a 
cold or similar illness, Jennie 
says one of the best cures is 
one most people might not 
expect.

“However, for some people 
receiving benefits from the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion — specifically those who 
have dependent children un- 
der the age of 17 — it is to 
their advantage to go to this 
portal to ensure they also 
get the $500 per dependent 
Economic Impact Payment,” 
stated Saul. “I encourage 
them to do this as soon as 
possible.” 

People who receive Social 
Security retirement, survi- 
vors or disability insurance 
benefits and who did not file 
a tax return for 2018 or 2019 
and who have qualifying 
children under age 17 should 
now go to the IRS’s webpage 
at www.irs.gov/coronavirus/ 
economic-impact-payments 
to enter their information 
instead of waiting for their 
automatic $1,200 Economic 
Impact Payment.

their qualifying children, 
they will also receive the 
$500 per dependent child 
payment in addition to their 
$1,200 individual payment. 

If Social Security benefi- 
ciaries in this group do not 
provide their information to 
the IRS soon, they will have 
to wait to receive their $500 
per qualifying child. 

The same new guidance 
also applies to SSI recipi- 
ents, especially those who 
have qualifying children 
under age 17. To receive 
the full amount of the Eco- 
nomic Impact Payments 
you and your family are 
eligible for, go to the IRS’s 
Non-Filers: Enter Payment 
Info page at www.irs.gov/ 
coronavirus/economic-im- 
pact-payments and provide 
information about yourself 
and your qualifying chil- 
dren. 

Additionally, any new 
beneficiaries since January 
1, 2020, of either Social Se- 
curity or SSI benefits, who 
did not file a tax return for 
2018 or 2019, will also need 
to go to the IRS’s Non-Filers

website to enter their infor- 
mation. 

Lastly, for Social Security 
retirement, survivors, or dis- 
ability beneficiaries who do 
not have qualifying children 
under age 17, you do not 
need to take any action with 
the IRS. You will automat- 
ically receive your $1,200 
economic impact payment 
directly from the IRS as long 
as you received an SSA- 
1099 for 2019. 

“For SSI recipients who do 
not have qualifying children 
under age 17, we continue to 
work closely with Treasury 
in our efforts to make these 
payments automatically,” 
stated Saul. “Please note that 
we will not consider Eco- 
nomic Impact Payments as 
income for SSI recipients, 
and the payments are ex- 
cluded from resources for 12 
months.”

Keep washing your hands! 


Ho: dear readers, 
and welcome to this 
month’s letters column. 
In the midst of so much 
turmoil and uncertainty, 
we're more grateful than 
ever for this chance to 
communicate with you. 
Several of you wrote 
about the frustration of 
seeing someone exit a pub- 
lic restroom 
without 
washing his 
or her hands. 
“I find this 
upsetting at 
the best of 
times, but 
during the 
COVID-19 
outbreak, 
I am more 
concerned 
than offend- 
ed. What can 
be done?” a reader asked. 
Unfortunately, you can’t 
force people to practice 
good hygiene. However, 
you can take steps to pro- 
tect yourself from the ef- 
fects of their bad habits. 
Push swinging doors open 
with a shoulder, elbow or 
knee. Use toilet paper or 
a paper towel to protect 
yourself from any surfac- 
es that you have to touch, 
such as the lock on the 
stall door, faucets on the 
sink and the door handle 
on the way out. Don’t rest 
personal items, such as a 
purse, on a public bath- 
room countertop. Be sure 
to dispose of the used bar- 
rier paper safely in a trash 
can. And, of course, wash

your hands. 
On the topic of 
hand-washing, we re- 


ceived a lot of mail asking 
about the effectiveness of 
hand sanitizers. The short 
answer is that 20 seconds 
of thorough hand-wash- 
ing with soap and water 
is the preferred method 
of protecting against all 
types of germs and mi- 
crobes. However, when 
this isn’t possible, an al- 
cohol-based hand sanitiz- 
er of at least 60 percent 
concentration is a good 
alternative. The problems 
arise when people fail to 
use a large enough volume 
of hand sanitizer, or when 
they wipe the product off 
of their hands before it 
has completely dried. The 
takeaway here is to use the 
proper-strength products 
and read and follow the di- 
rections. 

In that same vein, some 
of you told us you are con- 
fused that hand sanitizers, 
which are marketed as an- 
tibacterial, are being rec-

ommended for use during 
a virus outbreak. The an- 
swer is that hand sanitizers 
do not target a specific mi- 
crobe; they work by dam- 
aging the exterior mem- 
branes of a wide range of 
organisms. This includes 
bacteria and some viruses. 
Although not all viruses 
have an exterior mem- 
brane, the coronavirus 
does, so hand sanitizers are 
useful at this time. Howev- 
er, as we noted, the proper 
alcohol concentration is 
crucial to the work of de- 
stroying the membrane, so 
use the right product and 
follow the instructions.

Backup coronavirus 
hospital in Memphis 
worries residents

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Faced 
with the threat of overbur- 
dened hospitals, states across 
the country are converting 
convention centers, sports fa- 
cilities and performance spac- 
es into backup treatment sites 
for coronavirus patients. Ten- 
nessee is no exception. 

What some Memphis resi- 
dents don’t get is why in their 
city, a shopping center in the 
middle of a predominantly 
black, low-income residential 
neighborhood has been sin- 
gled out. 

City and state officials are 
concerned that an influx of pa- 
tients from Memphis, as well 
as nearby Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas and rural West Tennessee, 
will strain hospitals. Their 
fears are echoed across the 
country: Governors, mayors 
and health experts in numer- 
ous states are also researching 
and constructing makeshift 
medical facilities. 

In New York City, they’re 
turning to the Javits Center 
convention site; in Chicago, 
the McCormick Place Con- 
vention Center, and in Sandy, 
Utah, the Mountain America 
Expo Center. 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has been scouting 
locations in Tennessee, and 
officials here have compiled 
a list of 35 possible backup 
sites. They haven’t released 
the whole list, but Memphis 
Mayor Jim Strickland said 
Monday that the multisto- 
ry building that housed The 
Commercial Appeal before 
the newspaper moved out last 
year has been selected. 

Gov. Bill Lee also has dis- 
closed a few: the Music City 
Center in Nashville, the Chat- 
tanooga Convention Center, 
the Knoxville Expo Center — 
all sites away from residential 
neighborhoods. 

The Gateway Shopping 
Center in the Nutbush neigh- 
borhood of Memphis is differ- 
ent. The center features a Save 
A Lot grocery store, a Rent- 
A-Center, a Family Dollar, 
beauty supply shop, Chinese 
restaurant and other business- 
es.Locating a treatment center 
for coronavirus patients there 
poses two problems, residents 
say: It could potentially ex- 
pose them to the virus amid 
concerns that blacks are con- 
tracting COVID-19 at higher 
rates; and it could force some 
of the stores they rely on to 
close. 

Nutbush resident and com- 
munity volunteer Homer 
Osborne said he understands 
the need to help coronavirus 
patients, but he questions why 
officials chose Gateway. 

“There are a lot of poor peo- 
ple in this neighborhood that 
come here and shop,’ said 
Osborne, who was buying 
food at the center for a home 
delivery service he’s provid- 
ing during the virus outbreak. 
“People won’t want to come 
over here. It’s just going to kill 
this area.” 


He also cited a widespread 
fear of being unnecessarily 
exposed to the virus. 

“All around, people are 
scared,” he said. 

Their fears are not unfound- 
ed. In this majority-black city 
along the Mississippi River 
and other cities across the na- 
tion that have been hard hit 
by COVID-19, Democratic 
lawmakers and community 
leaders have been sounding 
the alarm over what they see 
as a disturbing trend of the vi- 
rus killing African Americans 
at a higher rate. They also 
have cited a lack of overall 
information about the race of 
victims as the nation’s death 
toll mounts. 

Nutbush resident Patricia 
Harris wondered aloud if city 
officials were “trying to con- 
taminate” the neighborhood. 

Activist Earle Fisher, an Af- 
rican American Memphis pas- 
tor, understands the anxiety. 
Residents in Memphis’ pre- 
dominantly black neighbor- 
hoods are already suffering 
from insufficient COVID-19 
testing, a dearth of reliable in- 
formation about the virus, and 
inadequate access to masks 
and other personal protection 
supplies, he said. 

“This is an honest and rea- 
sonable concern and skepti- 
cism,’ Fisher said. “I think 
its par for the course for 
black people to be righteous- 
ly skeptical of governmental 
intervention that did not con- 
sult with people on the ground 
first.” 

Doug McGowen, the city’s 
chief operating officer, said 
the Gateway site was being 
considered because it could 
potentially accommodate 
hundreds of beds. He said if it 
were converted to a treatment 
site, it would hold only mildly 
ill coronavirus patients who 
could be quickly transported 
to a hospital should their con- 
ditions worsen. 

Memphis officials said the 
Gateway site was put on the 
list in response to a request 
from the state’s coronavirus 
team to identify large, avail- 
able buildings where an alter- 
nate treatment facility could 
be located. “The task of find- 
ing space to shelter hundreds 
of potential patients is not one 
of choice but necessity,’ the 
officials said in a statement. 

For the vast majority of peo- 
ple who have the coronavirus, 
symptoms clear up in several 
weeks without requiring hos- 
pitalization, but the conse- 
quences can be life-threaten- 
ing for older people and those 
with existing health problems. 

For Nutbush residents, their 
fear of contracting the virus is 
matched with the worry that 
they could lose stores that 
are vital to the neighborhood. 
Officials haven’t said if stores 
would close if the Gateway fa- 
cility was opened. If they did, 
shopping would become more 
difficult for residents, espe- 
cially for those who are old or 
have no means of transporta- 
tion to stores located farther 
away. 
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Indiana reaches 350 virus deaths

INDIANAPOLIS — Indi- 
ana’s actions aimed at stem- 
ming spread of the corona- 
virus have pushed back the 
expected peak of illnesses in 
the state and given hospitals 
more time to prepare, the 
state’s health commissioner 
said Monday. 

The COVID-19 death toll 
for Indiana has reached at 
least 350 people as health 
officials on Monday report- 
ed seven additional deaths. 
The latest deaths added to the 
state’s tally occurred between 
Friday and Sunday but repre-

n the same day that Nevada 

Gov. Steve Sisolak made the 
painful but prudent decision to pro- 
hibit large Easter Sunday gatherings 
as a precaution against the spread of 
COVID-19, something very different 
and disturbing was taking place in 
Kansas.

In Idaho, a 
Republican state representative is 
actively trying to rally her constit- 
uents against that state’s stay-at- 
home order, saying people have “a 
God-given constitutionally protected 
right to peacefully assemble.” 

Thankfully, not all Republicans 
have gone down the path of disre- 
garding science, minimizing the 
threat and putting people at risk. 

Ohio Gov. Mike DeWine has been 
aggressive and responsible; he took 
bold action early on to delay the pri- 
mary elections and was the nation’s 
first governor to close schools. As 
a result, Ohio’s outbreak has been 
relatively modest.

Maryland Gov. Larry Hogan also 
has distinguished himself by acting 
promptly and calling out failings in 
the federal response when appropri- 
ate.

The myth of market chaos

B uyers and sellers have conflict- 
ing objectives. Buyers want 
low prices. How low? As low as 
possible. Sellers want high prices. 
How high? As high as possible. 
Sounds like a recipe for chaos in 
the marketplace, doesn’t it? Lots of 
Americans think so. The mind-set 
has pervaded our nation at least 
since Franklin Roosevelt’s 1930s 
New Deal. 

This notion of marketplace chaos 
is bogus, however. Never mind the 
fact that many otherwise intelligent 
Americans have embraced it. Also 
bogus is the companion notion that 
reconciliation of buyers and sellers’ 
conflicting objectives is possible 
only if government economic 
“czars” prescribe the terms for buy- 
er/seller interaction. 

Just because buyers want prices 
as low as possible doesn’t mean 
they’re not willing to pay higher 
prices. What someone wants to do 
doesn’t indicate what they’re will- 
ing to do. Take peaches as an ex- 
ample. As long as their price is less 
than the consumption value people 
attach to peaches, buyers will 
benefit from buying them. Similarly 
for peach producers. Just because 
they want a price as high as possible 
doesn’t mean they won’t be willing 
to sell as long as the price is greater 
than alternative selling options. 

It follows that as long as there is 
a range of peach prices simultane- 
ously less than buyers’ consumption 
valuations and greater than sellers’ 
other selling options, mutually 
beneficial opportunities exist for 
buyers and sellers to interact in the 
marketplace. Buyers won’t gain 
because sellers lose, nor will sellers 
gain because buyers lose. Buyers 
and sellers simultaneously gain. 
Chaotic? Hardly. 

What if the above range of prices 
doesn’t exist? Simple. Peaches 
will not exist either. Indeed, absent 
simultaneity of buyers and sellers 
gaining, there will be no markets. 
This doesn’t sound chaotic either. 

Peach buyers naturally gravitate 
to lower-cost producers. These 
producers will be able to — not want 
to — sell at lower prices. Cost is a 
yardstick for opportunities given up. 
Giving up less of other things to get 
peaches means you can have more 
of other things. 


Peach sellers desiring to sell at 
higher prices instinctively search 
for buyers willing to — not wanting 
to — pay higher prices. These are 
the buyers who value peaches more 
highly. Any other assignment of 
production tasks or consumption 
benefits lowers peaches’ contri- 
bution to overall living standards. 
Chaotic? Not so. 

All this occurs as a consequence 
of buyers and sellers of peaches 
trying to enhance their own well-be- 
ing. Market participants, in other 
words, unintentionally do good for 
others while intentionally doing 
well for themselves. Or as Adam 
Smith put it in his 1759 treatise, 
“Theory of Moral Sentiments”: 

“. . . he intends only his own gain, 
and he is in this, as in many other 
cases, led by an invisible hand to 
promote an end which was no part 
of his intention. Nor is it always the 
worse for the society that it was not 
part of it. By pursuing his own inter- 
est he frequently promotes that of the 
society more effectually than when 
he really intends to promote it.” 

So what do peach buyers and sell- 
ers need to know to participate in 
the market? Precious little. All any 
buyer needs to know is the price 
and his or her maximum willing- 
ness to pay. Buyers need not know 
anything about their counterparts’ 
willingnesses to pay or personal 
characteristics. Likewise, buyers 
need not know personal information 
about sellers. Nothing chaotic here 
either. 

A peach seller only needs to know 
the price and his or her minimum 
acceptable price — that is, their next 
most lucrative selling opportunity. 
This means that sellers, like buyers, 
don’t need to know their counter- 
parts’ minimum acceptable prices 
or personal characteristics. Nor do 
they need to know any details about 
the buyers with whom they interact. 
What’s chaotic about this? Nothing. 

Nevertheless, the marketplace 
assembles all this information 
about the terms on which buyers 
and sellers (individually) enter the 
marketplace. Any buyer or seller 
knows precious little, but the full 
panoply of information is operative 
in the marketplace. Pretty amazing 
if you ask me. Forces are at work 
that continually push to get peaches 
produced at minimum cost and con- 
sumed in their higher valued uses. 


What would a peach czar need to 
know in order to match the market- 
place? Everything! In order to get 
peaches produced at minimum cost, 
the czar would have to know every- 
one’s minimum acceptable price. 
Similarly, to get peaches to their 
highest consumption valuations, the 
czar would have to know everyone’s 
consumption valuations. What’s the 
likelihood of this? Zero. 

It makes no difference how many 
computers the czar has or how 
high his or her IQ. They will not be 
able to match a marketplace where 
individual participants need know 
almost nothing about those with 
whom they interact. Anyone who 
thinks czars can match the market- 
place is either profoundly stupid or 
delusional. Friedrich Hayek labeled 
them subject to a “fatal conceit.” 
Did he go too easy on them? I think 
so. 

One should expect market con- 
ditions to change. Indeed, buy- 
ers’ consumption valuations can 
obviously change, either across 
the economy or in segments of the 
market. Likewise, sellers’ alterna- 
tive selling options can change. Do 
these changes breathe some life 
into the marketplace chaos notion? 
No. In fact, the result is quite the 
opposite. 

Let’s consider a product other than 
peaches. Chainsaws and generators 
following a hurricane that sweeps 
up the Atlantic coast bringing 
downed trees and electric-power 
outage for many Americans are a 
great example. The immediate con- 
sequence would be an increase in 
consumption valuations for chain- 
saws and generators in the affected 
areas. The prices of these items will 
rise in these areas. 

These price rises will have two 
important consequences. First, it 
increases the cost of selling chain- 
saws and generators in areas not hit 
by the hurricane. As a result, sales 
of these items will fall in the unaf- 
fected areas. What happens to these 
“unsold” chainsaws and generators? 
They go to the hurricane-struck 
area to take advantage of the higher 
prices there. The higher prices also 
provide an incentive for chainsaw 
and generator producers to increase 
production. For whom? Again, resi- 
dents of the hurricane-struck area. 

It follows that the marketplace has 
a mechanism to assist those suffer- 


ing from hurricane damage. That 
mechanism is the higher prices. 
They reallocate existing production 
and increase production. Informa- 
tion requirements for buyers and 
sellers are unaffected. All they need 
know is the price and their respec- 
tive willingnesses to pay and selling 
alternatives. 

Most know, of course, that 
prices of items like chainsaws and 
generators are not permitted to rise 
following hurricanes. Most state 
and local governments freeze such 
prices at their pre-hurricane levels. 
This means that affected residents 
are denied the marketplace’s mech- 
anism for easing their plight. They 
are left with concerned citizens in 
the rest of the country and govern- 
ment agencies trying to provide 
assistance, none of which possess 
sufficient information about the 
higher consumption valuations of 
the items they dispense. 

If you want to know a true recipe 
for a chaotic marketplace, imagine 
again what would happen if the 
peach market were administered 
by a czar. That the czar would have 
any idea about peaches’ lower 
cost producers and higher valued 
consumption outlets is ludicrous. 
Likewise for the czar knowing what 
price(s) will result in all potential 
trades being consummated. 

Rather than buyers competing 
among themselves, and sellers com- 
peting among themselves, based on 
price and quality issues, buyers and 
sellers will be competing for the 
attention of the czar. In other words, 
competition shifts from the eco- 
nomic marketplace to the political 
marketplace. 

The “coin of the realm” becomes 
political “money.” What is this 
latter money? How about campaign 
contributions to those in power? 
How about bribing the czars? What 
about various forms of racial, ethnic 
and ideological discrimination? 
Similarly for a policy of rewarding 
your friends and punishing your 
enemies? Chaos? You bet. Chaos 
accompanied, moreover, by a de- 
cline in living standards.

Should you take Social Security early? 
For some, the coronavirus changes 
the math on waiting until you’re 70 


here’s a point in your 

working career when 
Social Security, and the 
correct time to begin col- 
lecting it, becomes a ques- 
tion at the top 
of your list 
of retirement 
decisions. 

For many 
people, the 
dilemma 
about when 
to start 
taking Social 
Security is 
now being 
influenced by the coronavi- 
rus pandemic. 

Conventional advice is 
to wait until 70 to collect 
Social Security to max- 
imize your benefits. But 
many seniors don’t have a 
choice. They need to begin 
taking Social Security as 
soon as it’s available, at 62. 
Fifty-seven percent of retir- 
ees rely on Social Security 
as their primary source 
of income, according to a 
2018 Gallup poll. 

The other 43 percent, 
those with enough income 
to get by, can play the long 
game. Delay Social Securi- 
ty payments until you’re 70, 
and you get more money 
every month. And since 
many people are living lon- 
ger, the extra money might 
be needed to pay for health 
care expenses not covered 
by Medicare, like long-term 
care assistance. 

If you claim your Social 
Security early, at 62, rather 
than waiting until your 
full retirement age, your 
monthly benefit drops by as 
much as 30 percent. How- 
ever, every year you delay 
beyond your full retirement 
age, up to age 70, you get 
an 8 percent increase in 
your benefit. 

For the last several years, 
my husband and I have 
been debating whether to 
take Social Security early. 
He thinks early is better 
because we could use the 
money to travel more while 
we are healthier. I want to 
wait and lock in the most 
money possible. 

My husband did a 
spreadsheet. It showed that 
delaying until 70 would net 
us more Social Security 
money each year. His math 
also revealed how long

it would take us to break 
even: to catch up on all 
the cash we missed out on 
by not collecting early, at 
62. We would break even 
around age 79. 

Discussing my own 
family’s finances in 2018, I 
wrote this: “We’ve invested 
well enough that, barring 
some major financial ca- 
tastrophe and assuming we 
pay off our mortgage before 
we retire, we can fund 
our senior years through 
savings and pension pay- 
ments.” 

Oh, how quickly circum- 
stances can change. 

The catastrophe is here, 
and its name is COVID-19. 

The coronavirus crisis 
means waiting until 70 
to collect Social Security 
may no longer be the best 
choice. 

The stock market is 
not just in bear territory: 
Equities have seen Great 
Depression-like declines. 
Running to the safety of a 
federally insured bank or 
credit union deposit ac- 
count, such as a certificate 
of deposit, may preserve 
your principal. But with 
interest rates so low — less 
than 1 percent — your mon- 
ey won’t keep pace with 
inflation. 

The number of people 
having to file for unemploy- 
ment has skyrocketed. The 
Labor Department said that 
in the first week of April, 
6.6 million people filed for 
unemployment, bringing to- 
tal new claims to 17 million 
in the last four weeks. 

Many seniors have held 
onto full-time or part-time 
work to allow them to wait 
longer before taking Social 
Security. Some of them may 
now be forced to abandon 
their plans to wait until 
70 — or at least their full 
retirement age — to collect 
their maximum retirement 
benefits. And, given this 
extraordinary time with an 
epic pandemic wreaking 
economic havoc, that’s OK. 

“The optimal strategy is 
not always just getting the 
most benefit out of Social 
Security. It has to factor 
into your overall plan,” said 
Andrew Westlin, a certified 
financial planner with online 
financial adviser Better- 
ment. “Now more than 


ever, everybody should be 
evaluating what their over- 
all situation is with the rest 
of their assets, and what 
their spending needs are in 
retirement.” 

Heed Westlin’s advice 
and determine if you can 
afford to wait. Do you have 
other assets you can tap? 
Can you cut expenses? You 
don’t want to make a rash 
decision out of fear. No one 
knows how long it will take 
for the economy to recover, 
but it will improve. 

“If you start at 62, you'll 
only get 57 percent of 
what you would have 
gotten at age 70,” notes Ric 
Edelman, co-founder of 
Edelman Financial En- 
gines. “But you might not 
have that luxury if you are 
unprepared otherwise. So 
start your Social Securi- 
ty benefits now, because 
that could be thousands of 
dollars a month that you are 
eligible for.” 

There is something Con- 
gress could do as it weighs 
other stimulus measures, 
Edelman says. If Americans 
62 or older are forced to 
start taking Social Security 
early for coronavirus-relat- 
ed reasons, Congress could 
allow them to temporarily 
receive their benefits and 
then stop when the corona- 
virus emergency ends. 

“This will make it easier 
for households headed by 
someone 62 or older to 
manage the crisis without 
creating any long-term 
adverse economic impact to 
themselves,” Edelman said. 

I think Edelman’s idea is 
worth exploring. But until 
there’s another solution 
don’t risk your financial 
security clinging to conven- 
tional advice that may not 
apply in your situation.

If there’s a lot of sauteing, 
frying and cooking going 
on in your kitchen, do just 
one thing: Make sure your 
stove is working and vent- 
ing properly. 

A gas range gives off a 


small amount of carbon 
monoxide (CO), which is 
perfectly normal and won’t 
get you sick. 

But too much CO, and 
you could be in for trouble. 
Take a look at the flames 
on your cook top: Are they 
yellow-tipped flames? That 


means the CO levels are too 
high and the burners need to 
be fixed. 

And if you have an exhaust 
fan, use it: It removes excess 
CO, particulates and smoke. 
Be sure the exhaust fan fil- 
ters are clean and also prop- 
erly installed.
